A week ago, the Mayor related, 
William Summers undertook to 
find new homes for residents of 
the highway site, on assignment 
from the State Highway Commis- 
sion, He has relocated three fami- 
lies already, the Mayor said, add- 
ing. “I believe this proves the 
highway could go ahead without 
endangering the residents.” The 
bill was sponsored by State Sena- 
tor Anthony M. Webbe (Dem.) on 
the ground that 3000 residents 
would lose their homes under this 
project. 

Gov, Smith had asserted that 
the federal money for the Third 
street job could be _ shifted to 
some other Missouri highway 
project. Opponents of the Dill 
maintained that the federal funds 
would be lost if the Third street 
work was not put under contract 
by a year from today. 

Darst had given @mith some 
support for ‘the Governor’s con- 
troversial rural road and gasoline 
tax bill, while Webbe inferential- 
ly raised the threat of political 
reprisal from residents of the 
highway site. 

City Counselor James E. Crowe 
told reporters today he would chal- 
lenge the new law on the broad- 
est possible grounds. An effort 
probably will be made to adopt a 
form of action which will take the 
test directly into the Supreme 
Court of Missouri, or to move it 
there at an early date. The State 
Highway Commission is expected 
to take similar action. 

Crowe added that he was not 
certain yet what form of legal 
procedure would be followed. He 
said the city ‘was considering the 
possibility of letting someone else 
initiate the court action through 
a suit to enjoin the city or the 
commission from proceeding to 
wreck a dwelling. The new act 
provides for enforcement by in- 
junction suit or other action 
against the city or commission, 
but makes no provision for fine 
or other penalty for violation.

A QUART TOMORROW 


St. Louis, Adams Firms An- 
nounce Boosts — Other 
Companies Not Decided. 


Retail price of grade A and 
homogenized milk will be 


morrow by the St. Louis Dairy Co. 
and Adams Dairy Co., it was an- 
nounced today. The increase was 
made necessary by Federal Milk 
Marketing order granting an au- 
tomatic increase of 45 cents per 
hundredweight of milk to dairy 
farmers, which is equivalent to 
one cent a quart, it was said.

COUNTY CUTS TAX 
ON REALTY; SLASH 
TOTALS $359,800 


Residents of St. Louis county 
will pay an estimated $359,800 legs 
in county taxes this year than 
they did last because of a reduc- 
tion of 9 cents on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation of real estate 
and personal property voted today 
by the County Court. The tax rate 
this year will be $1.01 as compared 
with $1.10 last year. 

The reductions in the county 
were made in this year’s tax rate 
for the special ‘road and bridge 
fund, which last year was 32 cents 
and this year is 25 cents, and in 
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the tax rate of 1928 road bonds, 
which last year was 22 cents and 
this year is 20 cents. Other rates 
remain the same as last year. 
In addition to the 9-cent reduc- 
tion in the county, the state has 
informed County Clerk 
Sievers that 1 cent less per $100 
valuation of real estate will be 


collected by the county this year 
for the state. Thus the total re- 
duction on property owners’ tax 
bills in the county will be 10 cents. 
Luman F. Matthews, presiding 
judge of the County Court, an- 
nounced last February that the 
special road and bridge tax would

Count one of the indictment on 
which the present case was based 
accused Miss Coplon of taking 
secret reports from FBI files on 
counter-espionage and subversion 
with intent to benefit a foreign 
power (Russia) and injure the 
United States.

The second count, with a top 
penalty of three years and $2000, 
merely charged removal and con- 
cealment of such material and 
made no mention of an intended 
use for it. 

New York Case to Be Tried.

“The growth of du Pont, General 
Motors, and United States Rubber 
to positions of market dominance 
ih their respective fields has been 
marked by the elimination of 
many independent businesses and 
a decline in the strength and vigor 
of those that survived. The relief 
sought in this case will open the 
way for small and medium-sized 
manufacturers to compete for 
business in markets which have 
long been closed to them.” 

The Government suit said that, 
for the year 1947, the three com- 
panies held combined assets of 
$4,259,000,000 made combined sales

PREDICTED IN 3-DAY 
HOLIDAY PERIOD 


National Safety Council 
Urges Caution on Fourth 
of July Travelers. 


| CHICAGO, June 30 (AP)—The 


National Safety Council estimated 


today that 290 Americans will die 
in traffic accidents during the 
three-day Fourth of July celebra- 
tion. 

This, the council said, will be 
accomplished by 33,000,000 vehicles 
burning 340,000,000 gallons of gas- 
oline to travel about 450,000,000 
miles during the holiday. 

No estimate was made of the 
toll that will be taken by drown- 
ing, fireworks accidents, heat ex- 
haustion, food poisoning and oth- 
er holiday hazards. 

The council said the estimate 
of traffic deaths was “made on 
the basis of past experience.” 

It called the holiday travel po- 
tential “the makings of the big- 
gest traffic jam—and the biggest 
holiday death toll—in history un- 
less drivers and pedestrians meet 
the extra hazard with extra cau- 
tion and common sense.” 

The council reported that a de- 
cline in traffic deaths in May 
brought the 1949 highway toll to 
11,400, the same figure for the 
first five months of 1948. 

May fatalities totaled 2530, an 
8 per cent reduction from the May 
1948 toll ef 2750. This reduction, 
along with smal] decreases in Feb- 
ruary and March, offset the larger 
totals of January and February.

Passage of the bill was greeted 
by a great roar from the Demo- 
cratic ‘side.

| Opponents, mustering all their 
| strength in an effort to kill the 
bill if possible, or cripple it, suc- 
| ceeded at one point in reducing 
| the measure to a skeleton of the 
| program Truman had requested, 
| Shouting “socialism” and argu- 
| ing that the housing program cost 
would imperil the nation’s finan- 
cial stability, a coalition of Re- 
publicans and Southern Democrats 
mustered 168 votes to the Admin- 
istration’s 165 in a drive to kill 
the publicly-owned housing pro- 
gram. 

Administration stalwarts got a 
bad scare when the coalition rolled 
up this vote on a teller count’ on 
a proposal by Representative Ed- 
ward H. Rees (Rep.), Kansas, to 
strike all public housing from the 
bill. Public housing accounts for 
about five-sixths of the spending 
authorized in the bill.

TO THE GOVERNOR 


Lacking Emergency 
Clause, Bill Designed to 
Provide Funds for Rural 
Roads Can Be Held Up 


for Referendum.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 30— 
The House passed today Gov. For- 
rest Smith’s bill increasing the 


state gasoline tax from 2 cents 
per gallon to 4 cents for the pri- 
mary purpose of building country 
roads. 

It accepted the Senate amend- 
ments and the bill now will go 
to the Governor for his signature. 

Absence of an emergency Clause, 
which failed of adoption in both 
houses, will permit the filing of 
referendum petitions to give the 
people an opportunity to vote on 
the increase. If these are filed 
within 90 days, operation of the 
law will be suspended. 

Refunds to Farmers. 

While it had been believed in the 
Senate yesterday that an amend- 
ment eliminating all exemptions 
from payment of the tax would 
prohibit refunds to farmers, the 
discovery that these refunds would 
continue resulted in House accep- 
tance of the amendment almost 
without objection. 

The bill finally was passed by a 
House vote of 96 to 23, 

The measure was passed in the 
Senate with the aid of St. Louis 
and Kansas City Democratic Sen- 
ators, obtained in ad deal in which 
the experienced  horse-trading 
rural representatives of the Gov- 
ernor out-smarted the city “slick- 
ers.” 

Senator Edward V. Long of 
Bowling Green, Democratic floor 
leader, and the Governor’s spokes- 
man on the bill, got the bill passed 
when it would have failed without 
the city support, and the cities 
got nothing out of the deal. 

The city group even went so far 
as to support the emergency 
clause to prevent a vote of the 
people on the tax increase, but 
even with their support the clause 
failed. It is virtually certain the 
bill will be submitted to the vot- 
ers under the referendum. On the 
basis of their rejection of an in- 
creased tax under the Curry 
amendment last November, it is 
to be expected that the bill never 
will become effective.

Explosion After Match Is 
Lighted in Physics Labora- 
tory—$30,000 Loss in Fire. 


An explosion in the physics lab- 
oratory of St. Charles High 
Schoal, shortly before 8 o’clock 
this morning, caused serious burns 
to Frank P. Duello, maintenance 
man, and started a fire which did 
damage estimated at $30,000 to 
$35,000 to the building. School 
was not in session. 


The explosion occurred in the 
second-floor laboratory when Al- 
fred Jones, another maintenance 
man, struck a match to light his 
pipe.

I thought it was a 
gag. She pulled the trigger. I 
found myself on the floor.”

BUDGET INDIGATES 
SCHOOL DEFICIT 
OF $1,451,130 


Record $19,633,890 in 
Fund Requests Listed 
—Receipts Estimated 
at $18,182,760. 


A deficit of $1,451,130 for oper- 
ations of the St. Louis public 
school system in the fiscal year 
beginning tomorrow was indicated 
today in a budget prepared by the 
Board of Education’s finance com- 
mittee. The committee will formal- 
ly approve the budget at its meet- 
ing next. Thursday and present it 
for action of the full board July 12. 

The budget, containing requests 
for $19,633,890 in expenditures, is 
the largest in the history of the 
school system. It totals $1,357,227 
more than last year’s record 
budget, the increase being attrib- 
uted principally to operation of 
the teacher’s single salary sched- 
ule, which provides automatic pay 
rises, and the construction and 
staffing of four new primary units 
for Negro students. 

Receipts in the coming fiscal 
year were estimated by Setretary- 
Treasurer Mervyn E. Wiethaupt at 
$18,182,760, a slight increase over 
the record receipt of $18,026,946 
that obtained this year. Wiethaupt 
pointed out, however, that his es- 
timate was the most optimistic 
he could make; it is even possible, 
he said, that receipts may, in fact, 
be “somewhat below expectations: 
‘" Committee Chairman J. Henry 
PohlIman and members H. M. 
Stolar and Charles J. Dyer point- 
ed out that business conditions 
now indicate tax collections may 
be lower, especially state sales 
taxes and the mechants’ and man- 
ufacturers’ tax. ‘Together, these 
items brought in more than $5,000,- 
000 this year. 

Stolar, noting that the antici- 
pated deficit would reduce the 
board’s surplus next June to 
$2,108,870—a minimum figure set 
by Wiethaupt to enable the sys- 
tem to operate during the sum- 
mer months when tax collections 
have not been delivered to the 
board—said “We're safe for this 
year only.” 

Next year, he said, the board 

will be faced with two alternatives, 
either go to the voters and ask for 
an increased tax for support of the 
schools, or stay within the esti- 
mated receipts, even though this 
May mean the curtailment of some 
services. 
The principal items in the budg- 
et, he noted also, were figures 
over which the committee had no 
control. They include an appro- 
priation of $11,236,897 for day 
school salaries, $305,000 for fuel 
to heat the schools, $751,378 for 
the public school retirement fund 
and $1,595,969 for other salaries.

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Air Guard to Lease 40-Acre Tract 


At Airport for Building Program 


71st Fighter Wing Planning Construction 


Costing Up to $3, 


500,000 on Site — 


Expected to Take Five Years. 


A 40-acre tract at St. Louis- 
Lambert Field will be leased to 
the Air National Guard for estab- 
lishment of a,headquarters for 
the Seventy-first Fighter Wing, 
which is planning a five-year con- 
struction program to cost an esti- 
mated $2,000,000 to $3,500,000, it 
was announced yesterday. 

The agreement to lease the un- 
developed land, location of which 
has not yet been determined, came 
at a conference of city officials, a 
sub-committee of the Municipal 
Airport Commission and _ repre- 
sentatives of the Air National 
Guard. The guard had considered 
moving its headquarters elsewhere 
unless a commitment from the 
city was obtained by noon today, 
the deadline un@er which the 
guard could receive $250,000 in 
federal funds for initial construc- 
tion, 

Conway Briscoe, director of pub- 
lic utilities and chariman of the 
airport commission, said a 25- 
year lease probably would be ar- 
ranged with the National Guard 
for the land. Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst said rental would be nomi- 
nal, probably $1 a year. 

Col. C. H. Engelbrecht of Jef- 
ferson City, director of facilities 
for the Air National Guard, said 
the headquarters would provide 
facilities for the Air 


Guard, said the headquarters 
would provide facilities for Main- 
tenance, operations and storage 
of equipment for the Fighter 
Wing. He added that the build- 
ings to be constructed will be “of 
the type to enhance the general 
valuation of the airport property” 
and will be architecturally com- 
plementary to the buildings al- 
ready there. 

Guard representatives have re- 
quested 40 acres of land southeast 
of the McDonnell Aircraft Corpo- 
ration, but Briscoe said the aig- 
port commission wilk have to be 
consulted concerning future plans 
before the exact location of the 
National Guard site can be de- 
termined. 

The agreement on granting the 
lease will insure retention of the 
Seventy-First Fighter Wing and 
its 10 subordinate units in St. 
Louis. Annual payroll of the 
Wing exceeds $500,000 annually. 
The Wing covers a five-state area, 
including Missouri, “owa, Minne- 
sota and North and South Dakota.

“We want vacant sites first, in 
order not to dispossess any pres- 
ent residents. We can put up 
housing within a year, on such 
sites, and then go after slums to 
be cleared out for additional proj- 
ects. I think we are going to have 
to have at least two or three va- 
cant sites to start with. We ought 
to work closely with the city in 
providing housing for people in 
the area of the proposed Third 
|street interregional highway.” 

Blumeyer pointed out the PHA 
officials had informed the St. 
Louis authority that the minimum 
size site which likely would be 
approved would have to provide 
for at least 100 dwellings. He 
thought this condition could be 
met in various parts of the city. 

One site under consideration, 
Blumeyer disclosed, is the large, 
odd-shaped tract once known as 
Handilan’s Park, fronting, in part, 
Grand boulevard and Laclede, 
Clark and Ranken avenues. One 
question to be determined is how 
that area would shape up after 
the city carries out a pending plan 
for a traffic cut-off across it be- 
tween Forest Park avenue and 
Market street. The slum clearance 
plan, which failed in last Novem- 
ber’s election, also contemplated 
cutting across this tract from east 
'to west with a depressed traffic- 
way. : 
| “Jt will take PHA a few weeks 
to get ready after the new Dill 
becomes law,” Blumeyer said. “I 
think then we can start at once 
getting more sites here. In a 
month we ought to be pretty well 
into it. It all depends on how 
quickly PHA acts at Washington. 
We will go into the open market 
for short-term, one-year loans for 
the money, upon getting PHA ap- 
proval which will guarantee the 
loans. Interest rates on such 
money are very attractive now.” 

Blumeyer, president of the In- 
dustrial Bank, who was made 
chairman of the Housing Author- 
ity in the previous Republican 
administration, said Mayor Darst 
had been co-operative with the 
authority, which intends to work 
closely with the Mayor and the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Several years ago the St. Louis 
authority made a “shelf” applica- 
tion to PHA for federal aid for 
12,000 more dwelling units. This 
application stands, helping to give 
this city its priority for help. 
However, projects doubtless will 
be passed on further, individually. 
The authority has established its 
right to tax exemption but will 
pay the city service charges in 
lieu of taxes. 

The new housing bill contains 
special provisions to aid cities 
financially in slum clearance. St. 
Louis expects to take advantage 
of this.

Reply on Instalment Credit 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your editorial “Easy Way to a 
Headache” you criticized the action of 
the National Retail Credit Association 
in recommending to the Federal Reserve 
Board: ‘ 

1, That the down payment of 331-3 
per cent on new automobiles remain the 
same, and that terms be increased from 
15 months on indebtedness of under 
$1000 and 18 months on indebtedness in 
excess of $1000, to 24 months, regardless 
of the amount of the indebtedness. 

2. That on Group B merchandise the 
down payment be reduced from 20 per 
cent to 15 per cent. 

3. That the time on an indebtedness 
up to $1000 be increased from 15 to 18 
months. 

4. That 24 months be allowed on any 
indebtedness over $1000. 

The resolution of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the National Retail Credit As- 
sociation was based on a poll of our 
board of directors, located in all sections 
of the nation and representing the fol- 
lowing lines of business: banking, public 
utility, newspaper, department stores, 
furniture stores, hospital, petroleum, 
jewelry, dairy and foods, and real estate. 

It has been-the experience of credit 
management that payments covering a 
reasonably longer period of time are met 
more promptly, and that the losses are 
no heavier, provided judgment is used 
in opening the account. 

It was the feeling of the members of 
the committee that the purchase of an 
automobile should not be made easier so 
far as the down payment was concerned. 
It was realized, however, that heavy 
monthly payments frequently result in 
past due installments and affect the pay- 
ment of debts previously incurred. Larg- 
er monthly payments also make it im- 
possible for many to purchase necessi- 


ties.

Air Force Stages the Duel 


The American Air Force, operating over Eng- 
land to test Britain's defenses against an atomic 
bomb attack, has, in effect, strafed our Navy. 
Ostensibly, the Air Force is simply seeing 
whether the defense could save England from 
an aerial blitz. In reality, the Air Force has 
taken up with a vengeance the old jet fighter 
vs. big bomber challenge. And it has met the 
challenge 100 per cent on ats own terms. 

The Navy pleaded last May for a contest at 
40,000 feet between its Banshee jet fighter and 
the Air Force’s B-36 bomber, asserting it could 
prove the giant bomber a sitting duck. The Air 
Force did not evince as much interest in the 
proposed duel and the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
ruled it out on security grounds. It was stated, 
however, that definitive tests of the B-36 and the 
best jets would be carried out in strict secrecy. 

But now what has happened? The Air Force 
has staged the forbidden public duel at 36,500 
feet, but with the B-29 against R.A.F. and Air 
Force jet fighters—not against the Navy’s best 
jets. The B-29, according to some correspon- 
dents, badly defeated the jets. The famous B-29 
of World War II rates as only a medium bomber 
and is far inferior to the B-36 and B-50. The 
R.A.F. jets are referred to in dispatches from 
Britain as “equal to the best in the world.” 

So the impression has been created that the 
obsolescent B-29 has made penguins out of what 
are regarded in some circles as the best jet fight- 
ers in the world. By implication the B-36 has 
bested the Banshee. By the same token, it seems 
there has been a violation of the security which 
was of such concern to the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
when they called off the Banshee B-36 duel. 

Soviet Russia has long had an improved ver- 
sion of the B-29. The British reports confirm 
earlier statements that Russian bombers flying 
at 36,000 feet would be able to bomb successfully 
many cities in the United States. In fact, the 
conclusion may be drawn that the: best defense 
against big bombers is not jet fighters but sim- 
ply big bombers bristling with guns and rocket 
launchers. 

However, there has been no official decision 
yet on the maneuvers over England. It is not 
known whether the air warning network was 
fully manned, whether the radar personnel was 
operating efficiently, or whether the entire de- 
fense team was a cohesive unit or an untrained 
group unused to working together. It is known 
that many of the British flyers were “weekend 
volunteers” who had not flown jet fighters be- 
fore in simulated combat. 

The full story of this unofficial duel remains 
to be told. Perhaps it will indicate the Banshee- 
B-36 duel should be held—and can be held with- 
out any more violation of security than may 
have already occurred. As matters now stand, 
the public must be thoroughly confused on the 
issue of the big bomber versus the jet fighter. 
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Not Alarming, Kh? 


We are surprised, to say the least, at the 
County Health Department at San Diego, Calif. 
Fish are pouring out of water faucets in some 
sections of San Diego, but the Health Depart- 
ment says the situation is “‘not alarming.” How 
in tucket does the department know whether 
it’s alarming or not? 

The proper authority to say whether or not 
it is alarming, it seems to us, is someone from 
whose water faucet some fish have just emerged. 
He is in a position to know what he is talking 
about, or will be after he calms down a little. 

What the County Health Department would 
have to have come out of its water faucet in 
order to be alarmed we do not know, but evi- 
dently it would need to be something really 
special. As for us, there’s only one thing we 
look on with complete reassurance when we turn 
on the tap, and that’s water, pure and unin- 


habited. 


Judge Charles B. Williams’ death has created 
a second vacancy on the circuit bench. Judge 
William L. Mason died nearly two months ago 
and though the first steps have been taken 
to fill his place under Missouri’s nonpartisan 
court system, the Mason vacancy is still before 
Gov. Smith for his selection of a successor from 
the recommended panel of three nominees. 

It is fortunate that Gov. Smith has not yet 
filled Judge Mason’s seat. Now that the two va- 
cancies exist, the state’s Chief Executive has an 
unusual opportunity to underscore the non- 
partisan character of judicial] choices under the 
Missouri plan. He would do a thoroughly popu- 
lar thing by appointing a Democrat to fill one 
seat and a Republican to fill the other. 

This would mean that the Democrats would 
lose a seat since the respected Judges Williams 
and Mason both were Democrats. Horvever, the 
St. Louis bench is so heavily Democratic that the 
appointment of a Republican would be to Gov. 
Smith’s credit. 

Though under the non-partisan court system, 
the Judges have not been appointed as party 
members, the practice in the Donnell and Don- 
nelly Administrations was for the Republican 
to appoint nominees known to be Republicans 
and the Democrat to appoint nominees known 
to be Democrats. The system provides that the 
circuit’s judicial committee shall make three 
nominations to the Governor. The executive 
then chooses one for the judgeship. 

We urge the judicial commission for the 
Eighth Circuit to send to the Governor nomina- 
tions for the Williams vacancy which could be 
fitted into a plan to rise above partisanship in 
the two appointments. We urge Forrest Smith 
to make the most of this opportunity to add to 
the national distinction of Missouri’s plan for 
obtaining good men for its bench. 
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No Staff Without a Chief 


‘Ordinarily the opinions of ex-President 
Hoover, reflecting the experience of an elder 
“statesman, merit closest attention. But his new 
statement, that a chairman for the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff might lead to military dictatorship, may 
be regarded as more than a slight exaggeration. 

The Hoover Commission split on this issue. 
The majority insisted that all the Joint Chiefs 
needed was a kind of presiding officer. A 
minority, led by Secretary Acheson, contended 
that a responsible Chief of Staff was a neces- 
sity, and this view prevails in the Senate unifi- 
cation bill. 

Staff work without a chief of staff is almost 
incomprehensible. A man with no more power 
than to pound a gavel would be fortunate to 
bring order out of the long record of inter- 
service rivalries, in meetings where each service 
is represented. And since a principle purpose 
of the unification bill is to enlarge the authority 
of the Secretary of Defense, it would be absurd 
to leave this Cabinet officer without direct con- 
tact with the Joint Chiefs. 

Mr. Hoover does not contradict these consid- 
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erations. What he says is that a staff chief 
would have “such rank and power that his voice 
to the country can override the responsible civil 
officials.” This is almost to say that civilian 
control of the military, established in basic law 
and tradition, could be overridden by a man 
with six stars on his shoulder, even though he 
were a subordinate. And as this newspaper 
pointed out months ago: 

“After all, he would be appointed by a civilian 
President, approved by a civilian Senate, and 
work under a civilian Secretary of Defense.” 
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Britain’s Financial Crisis 

Britain's war-born dollar crisis may shake the 
warld. It threatens to accentuate America’s 
business slump by curtailing British purchases. 
It also threatens an explosion which could scut- 
tle the Marshall plan and the first tenuous 
threads of west European co-operation. 

Britain’s gold and dollar reserves have fallen 
below the level necessary for financial stability, 
and are being depleted even more to pay for 
purchases in the United States. Meanwhile, 
American purchases of British goods have been 
declining, in part, at least, because of America’s 
business recession. If exports to this country 
are not boosted sharply and rapidly, Britain will 
be forced to cut its imports from America. Eco- 
nomic results of stuch a step could be disastrous 
to both countries. 

One effect of the dollar crisis was the Brit- 
ish-Argentine trade agreement, which was fi- 
nally signed in a somewhat modified form de- 
spite United States objections that it violated 
the principles of free trade. 

Another effect is the conference of economic 
experts of the British Conimonwealth of Na- 
tions, who will meet in London next month., If 
there is no solution to the dollar crisis, the con- 
ference may be forced to consider seriously 
Tory demands for inter-Commonwealth trade 
preference—at the expense of such outsiders as 
the United States. 

Perhaps the most important ramification is 
the dispute over trade policies and international 
finance which representatives of the Marshall 
plan nations are trying to resolve in Paris. The 
conflict has been brought to a head by the cal- 
endar. The agreements under which the plan 
operates are expiring. Britain wants them con- 
tinued as is. The United States and Belgium 
want some changes made. 

Under the present set-up, currencies of the 
various nations are not freely interchangeable. 
This prevents the European countries from 
draining Britain’s gold and dollar reserves, but 
it also restricts competition. The United States 
and Belgium want free exchange of currencies 
to make international trade freely competitive. 

The theory of free trade is sound enough, but 
restraint must be exercised in putting it into 
effect if we are to avoid the collapse in Western 
Europe for which the Kremlin hopes. 

Britain apparently cannot stand now the fur- 
ther drain on its dollar reserves which would be 
the inevitable initial result of a return to free 
trade. Without a strong Britain, a strong West- 
ern Europe is an impossibility. 
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Triumph for the Fair Deal 

The fast and sudden reversal of the House 
of Representatives on the housing bill is one of 
the most welcome actions of the Ejighty-first 
Congress. At first the Republican-Dixiecrat 
coalition forced the public housing provision out 
of the measure, but later the coalition was de- 
feated when 24 liberal Republicans sided with 
the Administration Democrats. 

It was as if the bulk of the House members 
had suddenly remembered President Roose- 
velt’s repeated concern for the ill-fed, the ill- 
clothed and the ill-housed. And after the 
see-saw battle; they voted 228 to 185 for the 
housing bill with public housing in it. 

It is impossible to escape the conclusion that 
the coalition of Republicans and Dixiecrats 
acted only out of hostility to President Truman. 
What other reason could it have had? The cry 
of “socialism” could not have been sincere. Pub- 
lic housing is not such a novelty in the United 
States that anybody should fear that a little 
more of it would change the nature of our eco- 
nomic system. 

Nor could the coalition have been motivated 
by a genuine concern for economy. The cost 
involved is only $308,000,000 spread over six 
years. Compared with a 15-billion-dollar defense 
budget for one year—not to mention $6,700,- 
000,000 for international affairs and $5,496,000,- 
000 for veterans—the amount is a pittance. 

If the United States cannot afford $50,000,- 
000'a year—for six years—to bring its poorest 
citizens under roof, something has gone sadly 
wrong with the national sense of values. For- 
tunately a few House members managed, in 
the stress of battle, to take an objective look 
at the housing situation, and the result was a 
victory for the public interest—and a triumph 
for the Fair Deal. 
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Inter-Racial Work in Detroit 

It is highly probable that the new St. Louis 
Council on Human Relations can learn a bit 
from Detroit’s City Inter-Racial Committee 
which was formed in January 1944, to deal with 
the same problems that confront this city. The 
Detroit committee was formed on the recom- 
mendation of Dr. Lowell S. Selling, director of 
the recorder’s court psychopathic clinic, follow- 
ing a psychiatric analysis of the June, 1943, race 
riots in which 31 persons were killed and 700 
injured. ' 

Dr. Selling and the entire personnel of the 
clinic spent five months exploring the psycho- 
logical roots of the riots ang came up with a 
long-range program intended to eliminate the 
more deep-seated causes of racial disturbances. 
The Associated Press reports that a check with 
the Detroit committee shows that it has been 
very active since formation and has “nipped 
many incipient racial squabbles in the bud.” 

The committee’s program has included spon- 
soring a broad educational program on minority 
rights in schools and through civic organiza- 
tions; working for adequate housing and recre- 
ational facilities for Negroes; seeking improved 
personnel policies for Negroes in all employ- 
ment fields. 

George Schermer, executive secretary of the 
committee, regards the biggest problem as the 
“terrific congestion in the Negro community,” 
but says that Negroes are atly moving 
into homes in the white sectors with little or no 
friction. | 

It appears that the Detroiters have made 
much progress with little friction. If the St. 
Louis committee can study their efforts and 
maintain liaison with them, it should be of great 
assistance. |

The Danger of Moral Generalities 


G The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


America’s foreign policy discussion proceeds on dangerous level, 
writer says; talk of high ideals should be subordinated to national 
interest and practicality; warns that a nation dedicated to moral 
principles may destroy them in trying to force its ideas on the world. 


Hans J. Morgenthau, Associate Professor of Political Science, 
University of Chicago, in The American Scholar 


Our foreign policy is bipartisan in that 
it, is supported by the great majority of 
Congress, regardless of party affiliation. 
This is a good thing; for it eliminates from 
the conduct of American foreign affairs the 
spirit of party which tends to oppose and 
frustrate the policies of the administration 
for no other reason than that it is this 
administration which pursues them. 

The bipartisan foreign policy is, how- 
ever, not an unmixed blessing. Making 
united support of whatever foreign policy 
is being pursued an end in itself discourages 
the development of, and popular support 
for, alternative policies; and it puts upon 
dissent the stamp of obstructionism, if not 
of something approaching disloyalty. 


However unhealthy this state of affairs 
may be, it is not the crux of the matter. 
What is really disquieting (because it re- 
flects a general confusion as to what for- 
eign policy is all about) is the level on 
which the discussion between the support- 
ers of the bipartisan foreign policy and its 
critics proceeds, 

The level of discussion is that of moral 
generalities. The bipartisan policies are 
defended in terms of containment of Com- 
munism, of the defense and promotion of 
democracy, freedom and the rights of man, 
of aid to the needy and oppressed. They 
are attacked in terms of imperialism and 
capitalist exploitation. 

The only question which is relevant is 


raised, but by implication or in subordina-. 


tion to others, and the one standard of 
evaluation which ought to override all oth- 
ers is applied only. to supplement and 
strengthen standards of a moral kind. 


Immature and Half-Hearted 


I am referring to the question of what 
the effect of a certain policy is likely to 
be upon the national interest, and I am 
referring to the national interest as the 
standard of evaluation for foreign policies 
planned and pursued. 

It is with the Truman Doctrine that an- 
other conception of foreign policy has 
come to dominate the conduct of American 
foreign affairs. The Truman Doctrine is 
Wilsonian in that it proclaims universal 
moral principles—such as promotion of 
free and democratic governments every- 
where in the world—as standards of Amer- 
ican foreign policy. It is within the Fed- 
eralist tradition in that it finds the con- 
tainment of Russian power at some point 
required by the national interest. 

Yet, by defining that point in terms of 
its moral principles and not in those po- 
litical and military terms which the na- 
tional interest would demand, it vitiates 
its consideration of the national interest 
and cannot help being immature as a 
philosophy, and half-hearted, contradictory 
and threatened with failure. 

The choice of ends and means of foreign 
policy is of necessity predetermined in a 
dual way: by the objectives to be promoted 
and by the power available for the pur- 
suit of these objectives. Self-preservation 
being the primary objective of foreign pol- 
icy, Canada’s or Mexico’s freedom from 
foreign influence is obviously of greater 


importance for American foreign policy 
than Poland’s or Korea’s. 

Yet the objectives of foreign policy can- 
not be chosen in view of their importance 
alone. A foreign policy, to be successful, 
must be commensurate with the power 
available to carry it out. 

American national interest requires an 
independent and strong China; but an 
American foreign policy pursuing that end 
is bound to operate within the strict lim- 
its set by the resources available for such 
a policy. 

Thus it is inevitable that political objec- 
tives of nations, as of individuals, are ar- 
ranged in hierarchical order. There are 
those which must be pursued at all costs, for 


their attainment is indispensable for the na-| 


tional, or individual, existence and welfare. 
There are those which might be pursued 
under certain favorable circumstances. 
There are those which, however desirable 
in themselves, can never be pursued be- 
cause they are beyond the reach of avail- 
able strength. 

It is the ultimate paradox of a foreign 
policy subordinated to moral principles that 
it leads to the destruction of the very moral 
values which it seeks to live up to. 


Between One Or the Other 


It must pour into the general principles 
of morality its own national conception of 
them, and then try to impose those moral 
principles, universal in form and national 
in content, upon the rest of mankind with 
fire and sword. For you can compromise 
interests, but you cannot compromise prin- 
ciples, and in a world of sovereign nations 
there is no middle ground between com- 
promise and war. 

Thus a foreign policy founded upon moral 
principles rather than the national] inter- 
est issues, by its inner logic, into the tri- 
balism of religious wars and of national- 
istic crusades. 

If it succeeds, it will build a world em- 
pire upon the radioactive ruins of civiliza- 
tions, among which liberty and democracy 
may survive, at best, as words. If it fails, 
it will carry to destruction not only the 
moral values for the sake of which it 
had been undertaken, but also the nation 
pursuing such a course. 

Between these two conceptions: foreign 
policy, the national interest and mvral] prin- 
ciples, there can be no compromise. For 
when the fundamental decisions of foreign 
policy are to be made, the statesman must 
make his choice between one or the other. 

He can afford to be generous and ideal- 
istic, as Alexander Hamilton pointed out, 
as long as generosity and idealism are not 
likely to affect adversely the national in- 
terest. When a policy of generosity and 
idealism appears to be incompatible with 
the national interest, he must make up his 
mind and choose one or the other. 

A foreign policy which vacillates between 
these alternatives, a prisoner of its own 
propaganda and a slave to the popular pas- 
sions which it has itself inflamed, will 
neither reap the benefits of the one nor 
avoid the pitfalls of the other.

Unequaled Reference Books 


FURNITURE TREASURY, by Wallace Nutting. (Mac- 
millan, 2 vols., $20.00.) 

These volumes which are substantially 
the same as those published by their well- 
known author 20 years ago are impressive 
by virtue of the sheer. bulk of their con- 
tents. The labor of amassing 5000 illustra- 
tions of every sort of American household 
furniture covering a period of 200 years is 
almost enough to merit unqualified praise 
for the published result. Certainly Wallace 
Nutting has earned the gratitude of every 
student and collector for having produced 
a book about which it can never be said 
that it contains too few illustrations. 

The value of the work will be at once 
apparent if, for example, it is noted that 
it has 58 pages devoted to Windsor chairs 
alone, or that no less than 275 clocks and 
403 tables are illustrated. Moreover, the 
author has organized his material on such 
a clear and simple framework that the 
books are ideal for quick reference. While, 
therefore, they will prove invaluable to the 
advanced student in the field, they are not 
for him alone. I know of no work which 
would so readily or so enjoyably acquaint 
the beginner with the development of 
American furniture in all of its rami£a- 
tions. 

By and large the quality of the half-tone 
cuts is good. Unfortunately, as much can- 
not be said for the text which occasionally 
intrudes amongst the densely illustrated 
pages. Mr. Nutting can be informative and 
he often is; but his remarks when not 
marred by incoherent phrasing and an ir- 
ritating dogmatism are apt to trail off into 
irrelevant personal observations, scolding 
or homely philosophy. Nevertheless, the 
books are a mine of pictorial information. 
As such they have no equal in art literature 
and this is enough to establish them as an 
invaluable work both for the scholar and

NEW YORK, June 30—Ameri- 
can Reds think they have a; 
| “fighting chance” to take over the | 
‘Government eventually without | 
|violence,” Gilbert Green, Illinois 
Communist party chairman, testi- 
fied today at his trial with 10 
other party executives charged 
with advocating revolution. 

In any event, the use of force 
will not originate with Commu- 
nists, he added, but will only oc- 
cur if reactionary forces seek to 
thwart the people’s will by vio- 
lent means or if reactionaries try 
to usurp the working class, So- 
cialist government once it is es- 
tablished, he testified. 

Communists are told they must 
work through a third political 
party to grasp the reigns of gov- 
ernment in the United States and 
create a Soviet American Union, 
he said. The third party would 
not necessarily be Socialistic, but 
its progressive. measures would 
inevitably lead to a Marxist state, 
similar to that of the Soviet Union. 

Because the American people 
were not ready for Socialism, 
Communists would work for the 
|success of the new party, confi- 
‘dent however, the perfect democ- 
|racy would later be achieved by . 
‘the establishment of Socialism. 

Although Communists had 
| preached co-operation under the 
|New Deal Roosevelt administra- 
| tion, he saw no hope for Socialism 
either under President Trurnan or 
his recent Republican opponent, 
Thomas E,. Dewey. Both were 
dominated by big business, he | 
said. 

It was necessary, therefore, to 
| place faith and effort in the crea- 
tion of a third party to press “the 
fighting chance of bringing about 
social change in the United States,” 
he asserted. 

Concluding his long direct ex- 
amination, Green specifically de- 
nied that he and his fellow de- 
fendants had conspired to teach 
that revolution was essential to 
achieve political power.

Average annual earnings of rail- 
way employes climbed from $1913 
in 1940 to $3590 last vear. 

Railroads see a.b'siness stimu- 
lant in removal of the tax. It 
amounts, for instance, to $39.68 
on a round trip New York-Los An- 
geles ‘ticket, first class, lower 
berth. Tickets of several railroads 
now carry stickers reminding pas- 
sengers that 15 per cent of the 
toll is for tax. 

Hobbling along with the aid of 
subsidies and mail pay, airlines 
have seen their costs climb from 
$322,000,000 in 1946 to $425,000,000 
last year. Corresponding increase 
in revenues was from $316,000,000 
to $416,000,000. 

Bus lines have been hit hardest 
by the return in volume of new 
automobiles. Operating revenue 
per mile of the big lines was down 
approximately from 36% cents in 
1946 to 35% in 1948, as more autos 
hit the highways. But with addi- 
tional wage- increases, operating 
costs correspondingly rose from 
29 cents to 31%.

IT IS FORTUNATE that Fern 
has refrained from mentioning 
Bobby’s speech difficulty before 
the boy, for that is one good way 
to make a child a permanent stut- 
terer. 
During the years from 2 to &, it 
- is quite normal and natural for chil- 
dren to stutter. This pre-school stuttering is usually quite dif- 
ferent from the variety of stuttering which we see in adolescents 
and adults as a result of emotional conflicts or social fears. 
Bobby’s stuttering is due simply to the fact that his 
“understanding” vocabulary |far outnumbers his “speaking” 
vocabulary. He can think faster than he can utter words to 
express his views. In this situation, it is quite natural that he 
should stumble in his speech, vainly trying to select words 
with which to express himself. Such stuttering should conse-, 
quently be ignored. It will djsappear spontaneously by the time 
the child enters kindergarten or first grade.

ERE is a triple digested 
H piece On the law of cause and 

effect. In this instance the 
effect is a wet basement and we 
are out to find the cause. 

Now some basement walls are 
damp or even wet because of con- 
densation of water vapor on the 
cold masonry. The cure then is 
either to install] some sort of de- 
humidifier, line the masonry walls 
with wallboard or improve the cir- 
culation of air through the base- 
ment. 

Other basements are wet be- 
cause water from the outside soil 
pours in through cracks or faulty 
mortar joints and seams, The 
thing to do here is to fill these 
seams or cracks with good mortar 
—one part cement to three parts 
sand will usually do fine. 

But last we find basement walls 
and floors that leak because the 
concrete is porous—someone just 
didn’t do things the way they 
should have, Sometimes you can

correct this situation by coating 
the masonry with a commercial 
concrete waterproofing material. 
Sometimes it is necessary to coat 
the outside of the walls with ce-

He was referring to Alvin Dark of the Boston 


Braves, who became the National League’s rookie of the year within 
two years of the time he signed a professional contract. 


The boy was then a sophomore 
at Louisiana State University at 
Baton Rouge, where Pat had seen 
him play. He was service bound, 
scheduled to don the greens of the 
Marine Corps any day, and for a 
modest bonus—say $2500—he might 
jump at the chance to take a 
bank account with him. However, 
Breadon was skeptical. An invest- 
ment in a kid who might lose his 
skill, if not his life, didn’t quite 
make sense. Maybe when he came 
out the Cardinals would be inter- 
ested. 

Monahan was carrying the port- 
folio of the White Sox by the 
time Lt. Dark came home to Lake 
Charles, La., from Peiping, China, 
in June of 1946. And even four 
months’ earlier when we saw Pat 
at the Cardinals’ big post-war 
training camp at St. Petersburg, 
Fla., he was moaning a mournful 
tale. 

“I see this kid first,” he wailed 
in the present tense peculiar to 
baseball conversation. “So I say 
to myself I'll slip down to Lake 
Charles and see his folks again, 
kind of ease in to get him lined up. 
And crying out loud, I now find 
his doorstep full of scouts ready 
with the gosh-darndest offers. The 
White Sox won’t pay that kind of 
dough.” 

Pat Monahan was no more sur- 
prised than Alvin Dark at the 
money everyone seemed to want to 
give him just for his signature. 
He expected to go back to LS8.U., 
where he had been an All-America 
halfback in football, but there were 
two professional gridiron offers as 
well as the many baseball bids. 
The baseball interest, though, was 
the most mystifying. 

“T still don’t see how so many 
clubs could have decided they 
needed me so muck and for so 
much -money,” the curly-haired 
athlete with the high cheekbones 
and sharp bronze features said.

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T’S astonishing how many

Your knees 
turn inward toward each other, 
don’t they? That’s because you're 
holding them too stiffly. Relax 
them. Bend them a little. Make 
them touch lightly. That’s better 
already! 

Now still keeping your feet to- 
gether and your knees relaxed, 
pull both your knee caps outward 
as hard as you can. Strain until 


your calves touch. Be sure it’s the 
knees you turn—not the legs! 
Hold this position for a count of 
10. Then relax for a count of five, 


Try it now. Out ... count 10. 
Relax . . . count five. Make this 
a part of your daily routine. Do it 
about 25 times. Gradually it will 
become natural for you to stand 
with the calves and knees touch- 
ing and the wide open spaces will 
disappear. 

There’s something else that will 
come to your immediate rescue. 
Just be sure always to stand with 
one foet a little ahead of the 
other. Touch the heel of the front 
foot to the instep of the back foot. 
Bend your knees and keep them 
together. Take a look. That 
makes a perfect jeg line—and all 
accomplished in a second! 

When you're walking along, be 
doubly conscious of the direction 
your toes point. You must not let 
them turn inward even a fraction 
of an inch. Keep them pointing 
straight ahead and keep your feet 
close together. 

It takes only a little persever- 
ance to make yourself into the 
woman you want to be!

The 
kid from Lake Charles was terrific. 

Al Dark played only one year of 


varsity football at L.S.U. in 1942 
before transferring to Southwest- 
ern Louisiana Institute under the 
Marine V-12 program for another 
year. But the sophomore was All- 
America, a triple-threat tailback 
on the single wing and so good 
that Steve Van Buren, a junior 
who since has become the best 
ball-carrier in the National Pro- 
fessional Football League, was the 
blocking back. And it was Van 
Buren who convinced the Phila- 
delphia Eagles to send his former 
teammate a $2500 check just in 
case Blackie, as they called Dark, 
changed his mind when he came 
out of service and decided in fa- 
vor of the gridiron over baseball. 
Dark returned that check, of 
course, but he confessed he never 
has lost the temptation and .the 
desire just to have tried. And 
take the word of Eddje Dyer, who 
officiated in several games Alvin 
played, he couldn't have missed. 
“He showed me he was a nat- 
ural athlete, a kid with good body 
control, and he was one of the 
gamest football players I ever 


Southworth said. 

Dark, a swift and alert base- 
runner, is fast on the straight 
away, too. In a college 100-yard 
dash, for example, he lost by half 
a step in a race won in 9.8 sec- 
onds. And in his hobby—golf—he 
shoots consistently in the 70s. His 
best round was a 68 over a Lake 
Charles course, and the first time 
he ever played the par-72 at Bra- 
denton, Fla., where the Braves 
train, he scored a 70.

Alvin and Adrienne have built 
a two-bedroom house just behind 
his mother’s home in Lake Charles, 
now a war-boomed 50,000 in popu- 
lation. Dark spent last offseason 
there just golfing and watching 
high school football games. 

He went back to college for a 
semester before reporting to train- 
ing camp in '47 and this fall—if 
the Braves don’t repeat as Na- 
tional League champions and 
there’s no little money-making 
thing like a world series to take 
up hig time—he’ll go back to the 
books again. 

“T’m not too worried about what 
I'll do after I finish playing ball, 
but I believe I'd like to coach 
baseball and football somewhere 
then,” he said in his pleasant 
drawl. 

Trouble is, like Scout Pat Mon- 
ahan, Coach Dark might find to 
his sorrow that there aren’t many 
Alvin Ralph Darks around.
